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SCOUTING— A FORCE FOR PEACE 

In a message for the Boy Scouts of America on their 35th 
anniversary observance which opens on Feb. 8 and continues to 
Feb. 14. Dr. James E. West. Chief Scout of the Boy Scouts of 
America and member of the International Scout Committee, says 
that he believes “Scouting can be a great force for world peace” 
and that the Scout program ‘‘does help to develop in individuals 
those qualities which make for cooperation.” 

Dr. West’s anniversary message follows: 

“Those of us who have been privileged to take part in World 
Scout Conferences and Scout Jamborees, believe that Scouting 
can be a great force for world peace. 

“We believe that Scouting does help to develop in individuals 
those qualities which make for cooperation, yes — for friendliness, 
for love of one another. 

“The Axis Dictators abolished the Scout organizations and 
established their own youth societies. They tried to wipe Scout- 
ing out in the invaded countries. But the Scout organizations 
would not die and continued to do an effective job of training 
youth for constructive citizenship.

Hillman's Stooge 

It may not be good form to re- 
fer to a former Vice President of 
the United States as anybody’s 
stooge. The cold, hard fact, how- 
ever, is that Sidney Hillman is 
currently using the naive Henry 
A. Wallace in thnt capacity. There 
is little, if any. doubt in my own 
mind that Wallace is perfectly 
sincere and well-intentioned. That, 
unfortunately, is not the point, lie 
is fundamentally an idealistic 
dreamer with comparatively little 
financial or business experience. 
The mere thought of putting him 
in complete charge of the regula- 
tion of business all over the coun- 
try as soon as the war is over and 
giving him the power to grant huge 
loans and to call in other huge 
loans is abhorrent to millions of 
clear-thinking citizens everywhere. 
How can anybody expect capital 
to come out of hiding and make 
substantial investments in new 
enterprises a year or two hence? 
And if capital and management 
are going to be timid and fearful 
just where are the 60,000,000 jobs 
the administration is calling for 
going to come from? Surely the 
government itself will never be 
able to manufacture 60.000,000 
jobs out of thin air. Made work 
will not get us anywhere; it will 
merely plunge us more heavily 
into debt. In due course we will he 
bankrupt and that’s that. . 

Now where does Brother Hill- 
man come into this picture? In 
the first place, to be utterly frank, 
I gravely question this mnn’s fun- 
damental Americanism. I find 
very little in his record to indi- 
cate profound patriotism on his 
part. He has proved himself to be 
a remarkably capable organizer 
of labor and in the 1944 election 
he went a step further and proved 
himself to be a master politician. 
He cleverly circumvented the laws 
which forbid labor from entering 
politics officially. It is generally 
admitted by politicians everywhere 
that it was the PAC of the CIO 
which held the balance of power 
last fall and which was directly 
responsible for Mr. Roosevelt's 
re-election. Hillman and his co- 
horts wanted Wallace as their Vice 
Presidential candidate and they 
did everything in their power to 
put him over. Remember that it 
was ONLY because the Democra- 
tic bosses in the big, key cities pro- 
tested to F.D.R. and told him 
frankly that Wallace would be too 
big a load to carry in the campaign 
that F.D.R. sacked Wallace and 
O.K.’d Harry Truman, even tho’ 
the latter was relatively light tim- 
ber. At that point our President 
did not think too highly of his 
hand-picked Vice President of 
1940. And yet, just the other 
night, at the testimonial dinner to 
Wallace we hear read a letter from 
the White House in which Henry 
was touted as one of the biggest 
and most useful public servants in 
the land. Query? What has ap- 
pened to Henry between June, 
1944 and January, 1945 to cause 
the President to treat him so differ- 
ently? Wouldn’t you like to know?

As for Hillman, it is a simple 
matter to figure out his position. 
He failed to put Wallace across 
at the Democratic convention, but 
he did not miss by a very wide 
margin. Now he is trying again, 
from another angle. The stakes 
are almost as high this time. If 
he can capture the Commerce port- 
folio, which, up to date, has in- 
cluded vast powers never wielded 
by Herbert Hoover when he was 
Secretary of Commerce, he will 
have under his thumb the No. 2 
man in the U. S. Government. Not 
only that; he will have under his 
thumb the 1948 candidate of the 
Democratic party for President. 
Think of that. The stakes are 
high, are they not?

For years a beloved and leading 
figure in all movements for the 
betterment of social and economic 
conditions nmong the black men 
and women of Johannesburg, 
South Africa, Mrs. Bridgman, dis- 
tinguished daughter of a distin- 
guished father, will speak on the 
subject, “The New Woman in 
Africa.” 

To some the name of Johannes- 
burg. South Africa, means gold; 
to others the lure of the black con- 
tinent: to still others the spot 
where the strongest racial bitter- 
ness seethes — bu> to Mrs. Bridg- 
man it means thousands of Afri- 
ca’s sons and daughters drawn 
from their native kraals and 
simple life, to work in the mines 
where they are caught in the re- 
lentless grip of “progress” as de- 
fined by “modern civilization.” 

Mrs. Bridgman has worked un- 


ceasingly for over 40 vanrs ns n 
member of innumernblo commit- 
tees and as the instigator of many 
social experiments. 

The widow of Rev. Frederick lh 
Bridgman, known as the “apostle 
to the African in the City,” Mrs. 
Bridgman carried on after the 
denth of her -husband in 1925 and 
built the beautiful Bridgman Me- 
morial Hospital, the first and only 
hospital for Bnntu women in 
South Africa, whose native grad- 
uate nurses are now scattered 
throughout Africa. 

Mrs. Bridgman was the lending 
spirit in a committee of women to 
found the Talitha Home for Girls, 
a fascinating experiment in the 
humanities, the first of its kind 
in South Africa. Trior to the open- 
ing of this home hundreds of girl 
delinquents, first offenders be- 
tween 14 and 18 years of age, were 
brought before the juvenile court 
for minor offenses and then, since 
there was no other place to send 
them, put in the main prison along 
with hardened criminals. This 
home gives them a chance to re- 
habilitate themselves. 

Born in Kobe, Japan, Mrs. 
Bridgman inherited from her 
father a great missionary faith. 
He was Dr. Jerome Davis of Ja- 
pan, co-founder with Joseph Nae- 
sima of Deshisha University. Edu- 
cated at Oberlin College, Mrs. 
Bridgman went to Africa first in 
1897. She is now retired from ac- 
tive foreign service but has not lost 
her contacts with South Africa.

After practicing medicine in 
Minneapolis for two years he was 
elected a Representative from Min- 
nesota in 1942 and was re-elected 
last fall. He is one of the best-in- 
formed Americans on Far Eastern 
affairs and has won quick recog- 
nition in Washington Congression- 
al circles.

Women in Politics 

Before quoting nn interesting 
bit from the Republican, the na- 
tional G.O.P. magazine, I want to 
call the attention of my readers 
to the fact that Rep. Margaret L. 
Spear of Newton Centre is cur- 
rently serving as noting chairman 
of the joint committee on Public 
Welfare of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. She is the veteran mem- 
ber of this committee and the chair- 
man has been sick for some time 
past. Although she says that she 
nas her hands full, she appears to 
be enjoying tis extremely impor- 
tant work. Rep. Spear is also clerk 
of the joint committee on Educa- 
tion. Furthermore, in case anybody 
does not remember, may I remind 
you all that Rep. Spear is the vet- 
eran member of our entire Newton 
delegation on Beacon Hill. If that 
seems hard to believe, just turn to 
the Manual of the General Court 
for 1941-1942 and you will find 
that Reps. Spears, Francis. Colby 
and Patrick represented Newton in 
the House in 1491-1942 and that 
Senator Hollis was our State Sen- 
ator. And yet your columnist can 
recall without anv difficulty the 
days when women suffrage did not 
appear to have a ghost of a 
chance! 

Now for the quotation from the 
Republican magazine. Assistant 
Chairman Marion Martin of the 
G.O.P. National Committe has a 
brief story in the January, 1945 
issue in which she quotes from a 
letter which an unsuccessful Dem- 
ocratic candidate for Governor of 
a western state wrote to the pre- 
cinct workers in his party. In 
analyzing the causes of his defeat 
he stressed the superior organiza- 
tion of the Republicans throughout 
the state, in towns, cities and coun- 
ties and then went on to say: — 
“The biggest factor aiding our Re- 
publican fiends. I believe, was 
the work oi their women’s organi- 
zations. They have active women’s 
organizations in practically every 
county, and these ladies work not 
only during the campaign but all 
of the time, and they make the 
personal calls that are so effec- 
tive.” 

There is food for thought here. 
It is my understanding that New- 
tonians go to work in a big way a 
month or two before an election 
and then dismiss politics from their 
minds. As long as the results are 
satisfactory, there is no complaint. 
The time is rapidly coming, how- 
ever. when the Republicans will 
not be able to get by so easily. The 
Republican National Committee 
has waked up to this situation at 
long last and plans are under way 
to campaign steadily between now 
and election day in 1948. That is 
what the New Deal always does 
and it gets results. Perhaps the 
word “campaign” should not be 
used. I have in mind, of course, 
organization work, educational ac- 
tivities and publicity. 

Gov. Tobin’s Appointments 

Naturally the average Republi- 
I can will be inclined to question the 
wisdom of a good many of Gover- 
nor Tobin’s appointments to im- 
portant positions in the state serv- 
ice. Of course, the cold, hard facts 
are that the Democrats have been 
on the outside looking in for six 
long, dreary years and they are 
very hungry for a piece of pie and 
thev propose to get it. Generally 
speaking they will be successful, 
just as the Republicans have been 
in the past. Personally, it seems to 
me that there is little to get ex- 
cited about. 

There is. however, one aspect of 
this situation which is disturging. 
Gov. Tobin saw fit to swing the 
axe on several good Democrats 
who have made excellent records on 
Be: con Hill. I have in mind par- 
ticularly Arthur T. Lyman of 
Westwood. Commissioner of Cor- 
rection. who has been on the job 
for about a decade. It seems a pity 
to remove a man whose record AS 
COMMISSIONER did not appear 
to be in question. The crux of the 
matter, as told to me, was that 
Lyman ha- not been a "good Demo- 
crat” at all times. However, I have 
been advised that he kicked in with 
a handsome contribution to the 
Tobin campaign fund last fall. If 
that is correct, it is rather raw to 
fire him so hastily. 

Consider, now, Messrs. Cole and 
Long up on Beacon Hill. My mem- 
ory goes back quite a distance, but 
I could not tell you without a little 
research whom they succeeded. 
General Charles H. Cole, a Demo- 
crat. is currently chairman of the 
Board of Counciliation and Arbi- 
tration. He has had a political job 
of some sort ever since the first 
world war. He has been appointed 
and re-appointed by Governors of 
both parties. The same holds true 
oi Henry F. Long of Topsfield. 
Commissioner of Corporation and 
Taxation. Long is a Republican, 
hut he survived even the terrible 
Curlev administration. To be 
brutally frank, I consider that 
Cole has been mighty lucky, for 
the simple reason that it is diffi- 
cult to recall any substantial 
achievements of his. Even Long 
has been severely criticized bv 
members of his own party and on 
one occasion his Republican Gover- 
nor gave him a public $panking in 
thu press. However, both these 
gentlemen have survived political- 
ly in all kinds of weather. Why did 
Lyman fail to survive? I propose 
to find out how much lies beneath 
the surface. When I do. I shall 
report to niv reuders. It is most 
certainly going to he difficult to 
interest career men in our public 
service here if the spoils system 
lb going to operute unfairly. And 
that’s that.

The Rushford 
home is crammed with a museum- 
like collection of beauty and we 
particularly enjoy evenings in the 
Rushford dining room with its 
stone floor, vast fireplace and 
shelves and shelves of ancient, 
satiny pewter.

How- 
ever, the sunshine is so wet, says 
Myrtis, that all living rooms have 
the same decoration — three cor- 
nered lingerie spread about for 
drying. So we don’t feel so badly 
about our own New England 
weather though Mrs. William 
Engler of Boston writes us that 
the unbuttered popcorn sang, “I 
wish I were in the land of Dixie,” 
but explains that she means Dixie 
Margarine. 

Ken comes up with a winter 
vegetable combination that would 
make Epicurous wish he lived to- 
day. Take one 4 ounce can of 
sliced mushrooms (canned mush- 
rooms are as rich in vitamin B 
and protein as fresh ones, he 
says), 6 large carrots cut julienne 
(thin strips), 1 large onion, also 
julienne, 4 tablespoons Dixie Mar- 
garine, salt and pepper to taste. 
You put it together thus: Drain 
liquid from mushrooms and add 
liquid to onion and carrots. « Add 
Dixie and seasonings, cover tight- 
ly, bring to boil, reduce heat and 
simmer gently for five minutes. 
Uncover and add mushrooms and 
cook another five minutes. This 
is perfect as is, but you can vary 
it hy adding minced parsley, or 
herbs or the juice of half a lemon 
— when you can get the lemon. 

In the pouring rain we crossly 
walked over to the Picadilly Res- 
taurant in Boston to partake of 
a new salad idea presented by 
the Citrus Fruit Growers of Cali- 
fornia. It was worth it. To salad 
greens marinated in oil, add a 
bit of Worcestershire, salt and 
pepper, grated hard cheese and 
crumbled Blue cheese, an uncooked 
egg broken over the cheese, fresh 
lemon juice squeezed over the egg 
und then the salad thoroughly 
tossed. At the last moment, add 
crisply fried croutons that have 
been quickly floated through salad 
oil flavoured with garlic. Serve 
while croutons are still crisp. 

This salad is magnificent and 
the only flaw was one sliver of 
garlic which lodged in Carolyn’s 
tooth — an accident that is easily 
avoided by using House of Herbs 
Garlic Vinegar instead of a clove 
of that mighty herb.

He was shocked at our lack of 
certain recipes for delicacies he 
had personally invented and gave 
us three recipes, carefully and 
painstakingly worked out. Mere 
is our favourite exactly as he 
wrote it for us.

We have just rend Great Son, 
Edna Ferber’s grent novel of the 
growth of the city of Seattle — a 
novel worthy of the author of 
Show Boat and Cimarron. We 
relish the picture of the matri- 
arch, Madam Exact Mclendy, the 
pioneer, just ns much of a pioneer 
ns was John Devereaux, cousin 
to Elizabeth’s favourite Earl of 
Essex, who founded our lovely 
town of Marblehead with Its an- 
cient little houses and crooked 
streets nnd flower gardens and 
salt breezes. 

We wonder if we should have 
liked to be pioneers and rather 
think not though Ken would like 
to go wandering in his own coun- 
try. He hankers to travel to San 
Francisco to eat a famous curry 
invented by Victor Hirtzler, chef 
of the great Hotel Saint Francis 
— the chef who could make a 
curry to please a Hindu poten- 
tate. Chef Hirtzler’s curry goes 
this way: Simmer one onion, a 
small piece of celery, a bay leaf, 
a pinch of thyme and a little gar- 
lic in four tablespoons of butter 
(Ken uses Dixie). Then add two 
teaspoons of curry powder and 
the same of flour. When hot, add 
a quart of Maggi’s Bouillon, one 
sliced apple and one sliced banana 
which have been sauteed in Dixie, 
and half a cup of Indian chutney. 
Boil for 20 minutes, strain through 
a fine sieve and salt to taste. Use 
as a sauce on chicken, oysters, 
veal or lamb.

He was there in 1794, 
in the days when food was hefty 
and washed down with vast jugs 
of cider which Brillat Savarin ad- 
mired very much and “never tired 
drinking.” He shot a wild turkey 
with great satisfaction and served 
it to his friends at a party. It 
was served with partridge wings 
and gray squirrels stewed in Ma- 
deira. 

Undoubtedly on his trip, Brillat 
Savarin was served baked beans 
and we know he must have rel- 
ished them for the fine, honest 
and good tasting fare they are. 
Open a can of Van Camp’s New 
England Style Beans today and 
you will get the same flavour and 
fragrance that captivated the old 
gourmet’s palate. How he would 
have relished our modern Sell’s 
Liver Pate and what a dinner he 
would have served around that! 

We find that we have a group 
of experts right in our own midst.

Beem as Clifton Fadiman, and 
the show progressed merrily. We 
wonder how we’d fare in such a 
quiz. 

But that makes us think of 
what it means to be an American 
and a Yankee especially. A friend 
who lives in Glen Cove, Long Is- 
land, wrote us and said she had 
wanted to for a long time but 
had put it off because she thought 
we only neighbored with New Eng- 
landers — and in that same mail, 
came a letter from Nova Scotia 
being friendly with us. We felt 
pretty unhappy about people mis- 
understanding our Yankeeness for 
letters from friends are the breath 
of life to us and we believe that 
Yankees are sturdy, honest, neigh- 
borly people — home-loving, com- 
munity-loving people — and it mat- 
ters not a whit where they live. 

Today we solve the Mystery of 
the “No Matters.” A friend wrote 
and said her mother used to make 
fried cakes called No Matters and 
served them with a sweet sauce. 
She wanted a recipe for them. 

We had never heard of them 
and frankly didn’t believe they 
ever existed. We were wrong. 
Several people have made No Mat- 
ters. One person made them by 
pinching off bits of yeast bread 
dough, frying in deep fat and 
serving with maple syrup or boil- 
ed molasses. Mrs. Wills of Nash- 
ua makes them and serves them 
in layers with spiced applesauce. 
But Marion Young of Braintree 
sends us what we think sounds 
like the real No Matters recipe: 
One egg, slightly beaten, 1 cup 
sour milk, 2 teaspoons baking 
powder, 1/2 teaspoon soda, salt, 
and enough flour to make a fairly 
stiff dough. Fry in Swift’s Bland 
Lard till golden brown und serve 
with old fashioned molasses sauce. 

And now we come to a message 
of importance to us all — a most 
earnest request that we all save 
our waste paper and save it con- 
sistently.

Springfield Mayor 
Says We Need Closer 
Ties to Civic Govt. 

ROSTON — Jos. R. Jamieson, 
t resident of the Newton Hoard of 
Aldermen represented that citv at 
t he luncheon given Friday, Feb. 
2nd at the Roston City Club, at 
t ho opening of the noon talks on 
civic problems. The lunch meeting 
sponsored by the Civic Affairs 
Committee of the Roston City 
Club heard Mayor J. Alhin Ander- 
son. Jr., of Springfield talk on 
"Bringing the Town Meeting to a 
Bie City.” Other invited guests 
ciuded representatives of the city 
governments of Boston, Cambridge. 
Quincy and Somerville. 

Urging a closer tie between the 
people and public officials. Mayor 
Anderson recommended that the 
town meeting system serve as a 
model for simplification of munici- 
pal governments and as an anti- 
dote to personal role. The Spring- 
field Mayor stated that as com- 
munities have become larger and 
their governments more complex, 
their residents have tried to meet 
their problems by increasing gov- 
ernmental set-ups. This has result- 
ed. according to Mayor Anderson, 
... a drift away from the town 
meeting principle wherein elected 
officials had to face their citizens 
and be prepared to answer ques- 
tions in open forum, to the present 
situation where there is no inti- 
mate relationship between the pub- 
lic at large and public servants. 

‘We are drifting” he said, “tow- 
ard a situation where those citi- 
zens are best served who best know 
the public officials and those citi- 
zens are least served who have little 
or no acquaintance with public of- 
ficials. Personal government is no 
better in a democracy than it was 
under a monarchy and dictatorship, 
which have been tried before and 
failed.” 

Mavor Anderson revealed that 
his city is now working on a plan 
whereby the best brains of the 
community will be brought closer 
into solving civic problems. “Since 
those best qualified to solve such 
problems as jublic housing or air- 
port development are not always 
elected to public office,” the 
Springfield Mayor said, “we must 
try to work out some plan where- 
bv they can be in a position to ad- 
vise the city government on the 
special problems for which they 
are best fitted.” The Springfield 
plan is to form a non-profit civic 
corporation financed by industry, 
business and public-minded citi- 
zens which will employ research 
consultants and make a report on 
the facts of problems. These facts 
will be studied by committees of 
civic minded persons who will de- 
fine the issues and make recom- 
mendations to the city government 
on how' to solve the problems rais- 
ed. It was emphasized that these 
reports would be advisory only 
and would have to be implemented 
by action by the Board of Aider- 
men and government of the city. 

At future meetings of the revita- 
lized Boston 'City Club, speakers 
will include Volney Hurd of - the 
Christian Science Monitor, Dean 
James M. Landis of Harvard Law- 
School. and Harry Kendall, presi- 
dent and treasurer of The Kendall 
Company and a member of the 
Committee for Economic Develop- 
ment in New England. 

The Board of Governors also 
announced the appointment of 
Haughton Sanguinetti, 37 Waldorf 
road. Newton Highlands, as exe- 
cutive secretary of the club. Mr. 
Sanguinetti, a Boston research 
consultant assisted in making the 
survey of the New England rec- 
reational industry for the New 
England Council.

In Italy 

AIR DEPOT GROUP, 15TH 
AIR FORCE SERVICE COM- 
MAND, Italy — There is little re- 
semblance between a street car 
and a Cletrac, but they both get 
people to work. 

Over here, when the mud is deep, 
hydraulic specialists put their 


equipment on a flat, jump on, and 
the Cletrac tows them out to their 
assigned bomber. 

“We make inspections on every 
ship that comes in here,” said 
Sergeant Joseph F. Biziak, of 
Newton Lower Falls, “from land- 
ing-gears to gun-turrets. And all 
of the equipment necessary for 
testing and makjig repairs is 
right here. We call it a portable 
hydraulic testing unit.” 

Sergeant Biziak works with Staff 
Sergeant Donald H. Johnson, of 
Crystal City, Texas, and Sergeant 
Herbert W. Thomas, of Newport, 
Ohio. When bombers come in with 
their hydraulic systems shot out, 
these are the men who take over.

Despite the most severe snow storm of the winter which 
began early last Thursday forenoon and continued on through 
the night with the high w-ind piling up drifts several feet in 
height, Street Commissioner Haughey with the 300 em- 
ployees of the Street Department, working continuously for 
29 hours up to 6 p.m.

Iuustrating the national situa- 
tion, the Bell Telephone System, 
which includes companies operat- 
ing most of the telephones in all 
parts of the fountry, has at pres- 
ent 1,600,000 unfilled orders for 
service.

Red Cross Exceeds 
Blood Quota For 
Fourth Straight Year

5,000,000 Additional Pint* 
Requested 

— o — 

Exceeding its quota for the 
fourth straight year, the Ameri- 
can Red Cross Blood Donor Serv- 
ice in 1944 procured 5,371,664 
pints of blood for the armed forces, 
or 371.664 pints more than its 
estimated requirements, it was an- 
nounced today by Basil O’Connor, 
Red Cross national chairman. 

The 1944 record represents an 
average of ten pints of blood a 
minute, day and night throughout 
the year, and brings to 11,024.015 
pints the total amount procured 
since the inception of the project 
in February 1941, Mr. O’Connor 
stated. He said that the Army and 
Navy have requested the Red 
Cross to continue procurement in 
1945 at the present rate of 5,000,- 
000 pints a year. 

Commenting upon this statement 
Mrs. C. Terry Collens, chairman of 
Blood Donor Service for Newton 
Red Cross, said, "We in Newton 
are proud of the part we have play- 
ed in this important program. 
Since 1941, we have donated over 
4000 pints of blood through the 
Boston Collection Center. Despite 
this fine record, we must not let 
down as the need for plasma and 
the ‘Type O’ whole hlood is great- 
er than ever before.”

They need concentrated 
food, chocolate, underwear, and 
most important of all. vitamin 
pills or capsules. Those are vital. 

Every small thing we can do to 
help shorten this war, wc are do- 
ji; very day, we are reminding 
our Yankee Kitchen to save i their 
waste paper— even wastebasket 
scraps.

The average dues are $1 to $5 a 
month, but in many cases this 
includes pension and other bene- 
fits so that the dues may be ac- 
tually 25 cents a month, accord- 
ing to Mr. Wilkinson. Though 
25 per cent of the membership 
are in the armed services, there 
is a 25 per cent increase in total 
membership. or a gross increase 
of 50 per cent in new members, 
he said. The Federation is op- 
posed to federalization of busi- 
ness and industry as management, 
he said. 

A plea for furniture for the 
new headquarters of the Air Scout 
Troop, sponsored by the club, was 
made by Dr. Everett Pierce.

Your discharge is the most val- 
uable paper that you can own; you 
will need it for benefits, work, 
study, and all things connected 
with the service. This paper should 
be photostated and the original 
kept in a vault. 

Now as to the Medical End. 

All who return home with any 
complaint at all, those who have 
been wounded or not, now feeling 
below par for any reason, should 
come in and have a medical check 
up, and your symptoms recorded. 

This examination is of your own 
free will, it will be done by appoint- 
ment in my own home and advice 
will be given you. This is of 
course gratis by the Committee. 
We advise that you permit us to 
photostat this medical record and 
have it placed with the copy of 
your discharge paper. 

We. knowing the futile efforts 
of veterans of World War I to 
procure compensation for chronic 
ilness which unexpectedly de- 
veloped ater discharge, want to he 
sure that you as a veteran of this 
war are properly advised so that 
you will be protected in such a 
contingency after this conflict ha* 
ended. 

The principal reason for the 
failure to connect after war ill- 
ness with their service was: 1st. 
Lack of documental proof. 2nd. 
Inability to locate medical officer* 
who could make an affidavit as to 
vour illness or injury. 

No member of the Armed Serv- 
ices has to worry about the rest 
of his family at home. All needs, 
especialln medical, will be taken 
care of if they cannot afford it. 

We have placed before the proper 
authorities, a suggestion for a 
Post Civic Centre, including a med- 
ical centre which will undoubtedly 
he of much benefit and service to 
Y’eterans of World War II as well 
as a great asset to all citizens of 
Newton at large. 

If the proposed Medical Centre 
should come into being, we can 
assure you "Battle Fronters” that 
on your veturn to civil life your 
physical welfare will be taken care 
of in vour own home town.

delivery of coal to residents 
whose supply has been exhausted. 

Under the direction of the 
emergency fuel committee, the 
Street Department has purchased 
a large quantity of coal and 
stored it in the city yards for re- 
sale to householders who find 
themselves unable to obtain de- 
liveries from dealers. 

The emergency calls have aver- 
aged 25 a day and on one day a 
total of 38 calls were received, ac- 
cording to Street Commissioner 
John D. Haughey. The calls were 
answered by the city with the use 
of Street Department trucks 
manned by employees of the same 
department. 

To cover the cost of labor, the 
Board of Aldermen has appropri- 
ated $3,000 for emergency use by 
the Street Department.

James P. Reynolds, agent of the 
Public Welfare Department. 

Commissioner Haughey stated 
that the situation has become more

coal dealers have crossed Newton 
off their delivery list because of

The civilians are in dire need of all 
sorts of warm clothing, and to 
survive this terrible winter they 
must receive all the used clothing 
that can be collected, plus layettes 
and other garments. 

Household kits are being sent to 
Russian families who are return- 
ing to their devastated homes in 
areas recaptured from the Nazis. 
These kits, as in all material for 
Russia, are sent on Russian ships 
and arrive at their destination 
safely and promptly. They con- 
tain sixteen items essential to life 
and provide the means of starting 
a new home for thousands of desti- 
tute families. In addition canned 
milk, raisins, hard candies and 
other high-calory foods are being 
sent to the Russian children. 

Russian doctors and nurses are 
pleading for old watches. These 
are collected all over the United 
States and expertly repaired in the 
Russian War Relief workrooms in 
New York before shipping. Drugs 
and medicines are also badly 
needed, as are stout shoes.

Col. J. M. Johnson, 
Director of O.D.T., 
Announces Creed 

— O — 

Pointing out that local transit 
service in essential to the war ef- 
fort, Col. Johnson warned that the 
public munt join with government 
and industry to relieve transit con- 
gestion. 

“There is a great deal the public 
can do to ease congestion on transit 
lines,” Col. Johnson said. “Con- 
trary to the too wjdely accepted 
idea, it isn’t necessarily the fault of 
transit companies or regulatory 
bodies ' that there aren’t enough 
accommodations available to meet 
the growing demand for more and 
better transit service. 

There simply aren’t enough 
transit vehicles nor enough man- 
power to adequately operate, serv- 
ice and maintain the fleets nor even 
enough parts and tires to pro- 
vide the transit service now de- 
manded. Demands of the armed 
services for tanks, ships, planes and 
guns must be met despite the 
needs of many civilian services. 
Public compliance with conserva- 
tion suggestions can appreciably 
improve present congested condi- 
tions. 

The seven point creed addressed 
to the public follows: 

Notice To The Public: 

Buses and street cars are over- 
burdened as never before. A crisis 
is here. With more men, tires and 
gas going to war. present service 
can barelv be maintained. Each day 
brings greater loads as autos are 
scrapped. 

Only if YOU cooperate with your 
local transit company, will buses 
and cars be able to do the job. 
When you MUST travel locally, let 
this be your creed : 

1. Do not ride in rush hours, ex- 
cept to and from your job. 

2. Have your exact fare ready. 
It saves time and fuss. 

3. Move bnck before the driver 
asks. It speeds your ride and helps 
your neighbor. 

4. Ride rail cars instead of buses 
when possible. It saves gas and 
tires. 

5. Request staggering of vour 
working hours. Your buses and 
street cars can then make more 
trips for workers. 

6. Walk if you possibly can — on 
trips up to two miles. 

7. Keep vour auto working. Form 
a ride-sharing group. It helps re- 
lieve the load on street cars and 
buses. 

Finally, don’t expect comfort or 
convenience. It just isn’t possible. 
But this simple creed will work 
wonders. Let’s help ourselves!

A letter was received this week 
by Mr. and Mrs. Frank A. Bertsch 
of 32 Newell road, Auburndale, 
from their son, Second Lieutenant 
Martin L. Bertsch, who Was taken 
a prisoner by the Germans on Sep- 
tember 12, 1944. Lt. Bertsch was 
navigator-bombardier on a Flying 
Fortress which was downed over 
Magdenburg, Germany while on 
his 15th mission over enemy ter- 
ritory. 

The letter was dated October 27, 
and was sent from Stalag Luft 1, 
Barth, Germany. He wrote that 
he was well and had been playing 
football.

He was attending Boston College 
when he entered the Army Air 
Forces on February 9, 1943. He 
received his wings and commission

Writes of 
Red Cross Aid

“Thank God for the Red Cross 
parcels,” writes Lt. Col. Flori- 
mond D. Duke from a German 
prison camp to his brother, Ed- 
mund A. Dusossoit of Newton 
Centre, “they help tremendously to 
relieve the monotonv of our diet, 
which consists mostly of potatoes j 
and cabbage.” 

About 300 prisoners of war, 
mostly British, are confined in 
Oflng 4C which is an old castle | 
situated on a high hill, with a fine 
view of a picturesque village be- 
low. “I share a room with a 
British Brigadier General,” con- 
tinues the letter, “and we are as 
comfortable as possible under the 
circumstances. The weather is | 
getting cold, but with our bucket 
of coal per week we can keep the 
chill off the room.” 

Mr. Dusossoit brought the letter 
to Home Service in Newton Red 
Cross with the hope that the mes- 
sage will bring comfort to others 
who have not heard from their 
men confined in German prison 
camps, since the sharing of news 
bv next-of-kin has gone a long way 
toward alleviating the anxiety of 
the families back home. 

“Prisoner of war relief, and 
maintaining the Chapter Horn*' 
Service department which serves 
as the link between the man in the 
armed force? and the family back 
home are but two of the important 
Red Cross services supported by 
the 1946 War Fund which will 
start on March 1”, says Charles B. < 
Floyd. Chairman. “Your generous 
donation will be your personal gift 
to the bov who misses you and 
needs you. Give to keep Red 
Cross at his side.” 

Sgt. MacLennan 
Fatally Wounded

Word has been received by Mr. 
and Mrs. Duncan MacLennan of 41 
Richardson street, Newton that 
their son, Sgt. Walter E. MacLen- 
nan, 33, of the Army Engineers 
was fatally wounded in Germany 
on January 22nd and died the fol- 
lowing day in Holland. 

Sgt. MacLennan had recovered 
from wounds received in Normandy 
on July 19, after being evacuated 
to a hospital in England. He re- 
turned to action in October. 

Recently he had been awarded 
the Bronze Star for “Meritorious 
achievement” in action, the cita- 
tion reading that he “played a 
decisive and helpful part during 
the Normandy drive in July when 
his platoon was assigned the mis- 
sion of blowing hedgerows for 
tanks to pass, in support of the 
tank-infantrv-engineer team. The 
men were working under heavy 
enemy artillery and mortar fire, 
and his platoon had become dis- 
organized due to losses. Pfo. Mac- 
Lennan did not hesitate in his work 
and through the barrage of shells 
kept the tanks advancing by plac- 
ing charges and blowing gaps in 
the hedges. Pfc. MacLennan’s 
display of courage, devotion to 
duty and the complete disregard 
for his own safety reflect the high- 
est credit on himself and the mil- 
itary service.” 

Sgt. MacLennan was a gradual" 
of the Newton High School. He 
entered the Army nearly three 
years ago and before entering the 
service was assistant to the sexton 
of Grace Church, Newton. 

Besides his parents he leaves 
two brothers, CM2-c Lewis F. 
MacLennan, U. S. Navy, who is in 
the Southwest Pacific, and Mur- 
dock MacLennan of California, 
also three sisters. Mrs. Jean Lar- 
kin of Newton. Mrs. Gertrude 
Whittier of Lynn and Miss Alice

YOUR HOME 




If It Is Languishing for Laok of Color or Zest 
Do Something About It 

The over-lighted room in your home naturally needs a re- 
verse treatment to the dark room which we discussed last week. 
Tranquility is expressed when the light is subdued and color 
added to tone down the glare. 

In selecting wallpaper never choose a pattern with too much 
contrast nor any design that looks at all heavy. But instead 
dramatize one wall in the room by using a soft tone figure or 
stripe paper in colors, such as green, peach or soft blue and do 
the other three walls in plain matching colors. 

To darken the light room from the window use glass cur- % 
tains and loosely hung draperies. I would, however, suggest that 
any pattern on them should be geometrical and not flowery. Don’t 
overcrowd your furniture for it gives a fussy appearance. In all 
your planning try to reflect an atmosphere of tranquility.

Newton Told How 
Nurse Shortage 
Can Be Relieved 

Newton Red Cross, in its effort 
to cooperate with National appeal 
for more trained nurses, wishes 
to let the public know how it can 
help to release these nurses for 
military service. “It is fresh 
our minds,” says Charles Ray- 
mond Cabot, chairman of the New- 
ton Chapter, “because it was the 
appeal most stressed by President 
Roosevelt in his radio address last 
Saturday. Here arc a few ways 
you can help.” 

1. Become a Red Cross nurse’s 
aide in order to release hospital 
nurses. 

2. If you are a trained aide, 
be sure to serve at least ten hours 
every week. 

3. Learn how to take care of 
members of your own family by 
taking a Red Cross home nursing 
course. A telephone call to the 
Chapter House, Lasell 6000, will 
give you details of all courses 
available to you. 

4. Do not employ a special 
nurse except for critical illness. 
Use your local visiting nurse as- 
sociation whenever possible. 

5. Save the nurse’s time at the 
hospital by asking for only neces- 
sary service. 

6. Remember hospital beds are 
at a premium. Defer a non-es- 
sential operation when your doc- 
tor asks you to do so. 

7. Guard your own health. 
Don’t take useless risks. 

8. Work in a hospital in a 
housekeeping capacity, such as a 
Red Cross Dietitian Aide. New- 
ton Chapter is planning courses 
for this type service. 

Mr. Basil O’Connor, chairman 
of the American National Red 
Cross, has sent a most urgent ap- 
peal for trained nurses to all Red 
Cross Chapters. He states there 
is a desperate need for 20,000 ad- 
ditional nurses, and rapidly 
mounting casualties make it im- 
perative that these be procured 
at once or many of our wounded 
will be deprived of essential nurs- 
ing care. "Eleven Army hospital 
units about to go overseas are 
being sent without any nurses,” 
reports Mr. O’Connor. “This is 
an itiprecedented event, in this 
war. The people of the country 
do not appreciate the extreme 
gravity of the situation and the 
efforts they can make to relieve 
it.” If our nursing resources are 
utilized with ingenuity, there are 
adequate numbers of nurses to 
meet military and essential civi- 
lian needs as well.

At the Annual Meeting of the 
Family Service Bureau held Wed- 
nesday at the Newtonville Meth- 
odist Church. Miss Jane Ludy, 
General Secretary told the as- 
sembled Directors and friends of 
the agency that service had been 
given during 1944 to 321 families.

United “White Collar" 
Majority, Inc. 

At long last something has been 
done to cheer the hearts and souls 
of that hitherto inarticulate mid- 
dle-class group in our country 
which has been buffeted about as 
regularly as the tide rolls in from 
the ocean. I refer, of course, to 
the so-called white-collar class, 
which numbers about 50.000,000 
people in peace-time. 

Last night l received from a 
life-long friend, a prominent res- 
ident of Newton, one of the most 
interesting circulars which has 
ever come to my attentionr. It is 
put out by the “United White 
Collar” Majority, Inc., located at 
220 Broadway, New York 7. N. Y. 
The president is Robert Routh. 
retired, advertising and public re- 
lations counsel. The treasurer is 
George Lippipcott Brown, per- 
sonnel and occupation advisor, 
who is vice president of Positions 
Securing. Inc. at 45 John St., New 
York. The four-page circular 
starts off as follows: “At Last! 
The White Collar Class comes to 
life. The ‘Middle Class Move- 
ment’ is under way. No longer 
shall we remain helpless, voice- 
less. ignored.” 

This organization is a national, 
non-profit, membership organiza- 
tion formed under the laws of 
the State of New York on May 2, 
1944. It is in no way a labor 
union nor does it function as such. 
The framework of its purposes 
and objectives is the “Welfare of 
the Nation through the protection 
and the economic, political and 
social betterment of the great mid- 
dle class majority.” • This middle 
class includes the following: ac- 
countants, engineers, secretaries, 
architects, nurses, stenographers, 
other clerical workers, inside and 
outside people,, little business men, 
writers, doctors, dentists, lawyers, 
federal, state and city employees, 
teachers, professors, clergymen, 
technicians, pensioners, et al. 

The twelve specific objectives 
are as follows: 1. To be a cen- 
tral executive organization in he- 
nalf of the "White Collar” groups. 
2. To obtain immediate relief for 
underpaid “White Collar” em- 
ployees. 3. To protect workers 
who do not belong to national la- 
bor unions. 4. To represent 
White Collar” interests at War 
Labor Board nnd other govern- 
mental hearings. 5. Protection of 
the self-employed “White Collar” 
people. 6. Protection of the small 
business man. 7. To advocate the 
incentive system for individual ac- 
complishment. 8. Periodical ad- 
justment of salaries and income 
to maintain standards of living. 

9. Equalization of pay of govern- 
ment, state nnd municipal em- 
ployees. 10. To establish equal 
pay and business status for wo- 
men. 11. A social security sys- 
tem for all citizens. 12. To ad- 
vocate an earlier retirement age. 
13. To obtain inexpensive but ef- 
fective medical care. 14. To seek 
honest, sincere government co- 
operation — free from politics. 15. 
To help re-establish the demobil- 
ized armed forces. 

One more word. I quote from 
the second objective. “We demand 
an immediate end to the present 
conditions which compel 20 to 25 
million of our ‘white collar’ peo- 
ple to be subjected to sub-standard 
living, because of salary freezing 
or any other reason. We shall 
insure ourselves against a future 
repetition of such conditions. We 
want to be able to meet the in- 
flated cost of living, feed our fam- 
ilies, pay our taxes and maintain 
a humane existence of which we 
need not be ashamed and one to 
which our education and degrees 
of ability and effort entitle us.” 

If any of my readers are in- 
terested in this project, kindly ad- 
\flse me and I will suggest the 
next step. 

Senator Burton 

Last night’s mail contained an- 
other important document to which 
I shall refer at greater length 
in the near future. Senator Har- 
old H. Burton of Ohio, frequently 
mentioned in this column, sent me 
a copy of his eighth semi-annual 
report to the voters of Ohio. He 
gives a very detailed account of 
his stewardship and includes some 
extra-curricula activities, such as 
twenty-five speeches d e 1 ivered 
throughout the country in behalf 
of an international security pro- 
gram. His record of attendance 
is excellent and his record on con- 
tested rollcalls is unusual. The 
Senator voted in 368 out of 412 
roll-calls. That is a percentage 
of 89.3. Very few of our Sen- 
ators or Congressmen can match 
thut performance. Incidentally, 
that may be the reason why more 
of our public servants do NOT 
make a report to their constitu- 
ents. I could not help thinking, 
as I Htudied this report, what

Detailed 
reports of the standing commit- 
tees were given, each showing the 
growth of the organization. In 
her annual report. Miss Hilga Nel- 
son, executive director, spoke of 
the increased demand for part- 
time nursing service, especially 
that given to patients suffering 
from incurable’ diseases of old age. 
The Association is desirous of 
meeting this community need but 
hopes the public will understand 
that the chief function of the 
nurses is to teach good nursing 
care to some member of the fam- 
ily who can finally take over and 
thereby release the nurse to serve 
where her scientific knowledge is 
more necessary. Nur 
whole is definitely at a premium 
in these war times and the public 
health nurse finds her days more 
crowded than ever, therefore 
great care has been taken to cover 
all necessary services as well as 
possible, with fewer nurses. In 
1944 the nurses made 24,490 visits 
of which 13,377 were for nursing 
care of the sick. The rest of the 
visits were made for health in- 
spection of children at some of 
the Nursery Schools; home visits

The guest speaker at the meet- 
ing of the Newton Rotary Club on 
Friday was Professor Robert Ulich 
of the Harvard Graduate School 
of Business Administration, and his 
subject was "The German Problem 
After the War.” Dr. Ulich, first of 
all outlined the conditions which 
aie necessary before any country 
can make real progress: 

(1) The inhabitants must have 
food and shelter and warmth. 

(2) Must have work opportunL 
ties. 

(3) Some kind of standards. 

(4) Opportunity of reasoning. 

(5) Some kind of hope. 

(6) Love and charity. 

He pointed out that these condi- 
tions are basic to all human acti- 
vity in any country or society. De- 
mocracy and justice are out- 
growths of these conditions and 
cannot be attained unless these 
conditions are present among the 
people. The progress which will be 
made after the war will depend to 
the extent upon whizh the United 
Nations make it possible for the 
German people to attain these basic 
conditions. Naturally much will de- 
pend upon the attitude of the con- 
quering people as well as upon the 
attitudes of the German people 
themselves. If the Nazi indoctrina- 
tion is as deep seated as it appears 
to be it will be many years before 
the German people themselves will 
be in a cooperative frame of mind 
to accept these conditions for good 
society. 

There were ten guests present, 
seven of whom were Rotarians. 

Next Friday, February 23, the 
club will be honored with Secre- 
tariat Philip Lovejoy, from head- 
quarters of Rotary International in 
Chicago, as the guest speaker, ac- 
companied by Richard Rutherford, 
District Governor of the 197th 
District, of which Newton is a part.

F.B.I. Agent Fallon 
Kiwanis Speaker

Stressing the fnct that there is 
nothing mysterious about the Fed- ! 
oral Bureau of Investigation or 
its agents, George W. Fallon, spe- 
cial agent of the F.B.I.. told of , 
the bureau’s contribution to the 
war effort at last Wednesday’s 
noon meeting of the Newton Ki- 
wnnis Club at the Y.M.C.A. 

Mr. Fallon informed his audi- 
ence that on the orders of the Pres- j 
ident, the F.B.I., in the interest of 
national security, began the regu- 
lation of employment and travel | 
of aliens. This alien control had 
its beginning on September 6, 1939, 
resulting in the fingerprinting, 
etc., of all aliens and the investiga- 
tion of suspicious aliens, some of 
whom were known to be definitely 
sympathetic to the Axis Powers. 
An Alien Hearing Board decided 
on the sentences, internment and 
the parole of all brought in via 1 
the F.B.I.’s nationwide dragnet, he 
added. 

The first case of treason to be 
brought before the courts since 
the infamy of Benedict Arnold, 
Fallon said, occurred as the result 
of Nazi Lieutenant Hans Krug’s 
escape from a Canadian Prisoner 
of War Camp on April 15, 1942. 
Shot down over the English Chan- 
nel, Krug was brought to Canada 
from which point he made his es- 
cape to the home of a German-Am- 
erican woman in Detroit. From 
there he was taken in hand by a 
saloonkeeper, Max Stcffln, in whose 
back room members of the Ger- 
man Bund formerly practised 
goosestepning in their Fuehrer’s 
honor. 

StefFin gave Krug money and 
clothes, sending him on his way to 
the Mexican Border, where Krug 
was captured by the police and F. 
B. L, Fallon continued. Brought 
back, Krug’s testimony convicted 
Steffin and the Detroit woman of 
treason. The woman was given a 
jail sentence, while Steffin, sen- 
tenced to hang, had his sentence 
commuted to life by President 
Roosevelt.

McDavitt, ■ ery recently returned 
from England where he had at- 
tended the International Labor Or- 
ganization Conference as a repre- 
sentative of industry from the 
United States, gave a brief and 
informal report of his experiences 
in England and of conditions as he 
saw them. 

The guest speaker was Dr. Chan- 
ning Frothingham who laid em- 
phasis on the importance of im- 
proving the medical facilities even 
in such communities as Newton 
and Wellesley. Among other things 
his remarks could be summarized 
nt follows: 

“American medicine at its best 
is unsurpassed, but it is also hc- 
yond doubt that the medical facili- 
ties and services available to many 
of our people are far below the 
best. Unmet needs for medical care 
are widespread and the burdens 
of sickness costs are heavy and 
sometimes overwhelming. 

“Medical services should he 
made financially accessible to ull 
Through a financial system of con- 
tributory health insurance, com- 
bined with taxation, in behalf of 
people without sufficient income. A 
place should be maintained for vol- 
untary action by many agencies. 
Comprehensive coverage and ser- 
vice is essential and must go hand 
in hand with the responsibility of 
tin- professions for strictly medical 
activities”. 

Following the conclusion of Dr. 
Outlining Frothingham’s remarks, 
a discussion period followed with 1 
mnny interesting questions being 
presented

All sorts of problems are brought 
to our trained Home Service work- 
ers. who are always able to give 
valuable advice and assistance to 
the family at home, which means 
so much in keeping up the morale 
of the men fighting on the battle- 
field. 

A typical example of help is 
manifested in the plight of a serv- 
iceman’s family which was brought 
to the attention of Newton Red 
( ross through a Chaplain and a 
Red Cross Field Director at a 
nearby Army Post. 

Jt was found that the young wife 
had brought her two small child- 
ren from the far south to be near 
her husband. Suitable housing was 
impossible to find and she tried 
desperately to maintain a home in 
rooms meagerly equipped for light 
housekeeping. The monthly income 
was inadequate and the threat of 
illness in our Northern winter was 
a constant worry. 

The young mother carefully con- 
sidered her problem with the Home 
Service representative and asked 
Red Cross assistance in mnking 


plans to return south. Through her 
local Chapter, Home Service ascer- 
tained that a comfortable home was 
waiting for her with h«r husband’s 
family. The home folks had been 
concerned about the welfare of the 
small family and were grateful to 
Red Cross for their interest. 

Assistance was given in making 
and executing the necessary travel 
plans, with cooperation from Trav- 
eler’s Aid. 

It was a grateful and relieved 
voung mother who thanked the 
Red Cross worker as her train was 
leaving. 

Knowing that his wife and child- 
ren are well cared for in familiar 
surroundings, will enable this 
serviceman to face his duties with 
a mind free from worry.

16th, of Miss Margaret Haskell in 
Auburndale has saddened the 
whole community, for she was 
known and beloved hy all.

There’s something about the the- 
atre which gets me. and that is 
there’s no real way of telling 
what’s good or bad even«tho such 
geniuses in the art of theatre re- 
porting foretell — and either warn 
or advise. 

Take Broadway’s newest entree 
for instance. Jean Dnlrymale and 
Marc Connelly’s comedy "Hope for 
the Best.” In Boston it was soso, 
but no play really takes the sign 
down until N. Y. tastes its first 
night. And came first njght here 
and the usual flocks, flocked to the 
Franchot Tone, Jam* Wyatt show, 
knowing that anything Marc Con- 
nely directs should be good, that 
anything Jean Dalrymple, leading 
theatrical publicist and producer 
backs ought to be up to par; that 
anything which stars such Holly- 
wood stars must be a must-see. 

The "day after last night” tho, 
found 7 of 9 papers reviewing — 
uh-uh; the Mirror and Post — O.K. 
"Hope for the Best” was definitely 
not a hit; yet all theatregoers de- 
pended upon PM’s Kronnenberger, 
king of critics. Review of his col- 
logues, Sunday editor, William Mc- 
Cleery’s play. You guessed it . . 
a frank hands-down criticism. 

Yet M.cCleery summed up the 
play in its finest thread and 
brought out the needle points of 
the other reviewers, saying that 
H.F.T.B. was good, had a simple 
story with comedy, tried to prove 
an American thought, yet lacked 
in presentation with too many long 
speeches; some parts dull. How- 
ever, he and PM agreed that their 
fellow newspaperman’s play about 
a newspaper columnist who writes 
for the people and about the peo- 
ple could have hope. 

So of course the regular routine 
is to pack up and close shop just 
as "The Perfect Marriage” and 
“Rebecca” had to do (to name two 
recent attempts) when the critics 
get too tough. Yet, believe it or 
not, "Hope for the Best” was re- 
ported to have had a $20,000 ad- 
vanced sale, has changed lines and 
speeches — is now a sellout. 

That’s what I mean by — there’s 
no real way of telling. The pub- 
lic is awful choosy and likes to 
choose for themselves. A clap and 
round of hearty applause for 
“Hope for the Best” which should 
give its best from here on with 
Tone as the handsome columnist 
who gets advice from a pretty fac- 
tory girl, Janey, to get up from 
his washed up bed and get down 
to meet the people. Wolcott Gobbs 
of New Yorker adds its "amusing 
stuff, very satisfactory humour.” 
So who knows what’s what on 
Broadway. If you got the paying 
gent to cash out, I’d see *‘it” just 
to make Burton Rascoe know-it-all 
from the World Telegram eat 
his hat about who would go to 
see such a flopperoo.

Scout Troop 
Celebrates 34th 
Anniversary 

Last Saturday evening at the 
Methodist Church in Newton Cen- 
tre Troop 5 BSA held its annual 
parent’s night to celebrate its 34th 
continuous year of Scouting and 
attracted over a hundred boys and 
parents, as well a/* many distin- 
guished folks in the Scouting 
world. 

The guest speaker of Hie even- 
ing was Lyscom A. Bruce. He 
said that Troop 5 was the oldest 
in Newton and that it had had a 
consistently successful record, and 
had a superb record of achieve- 
ment, backed only by parents and 
citizens. He referred to the booklet 
written about ‘Nobscot Reserva- 
tion’ by George H. Crosbie, a for- 
mer Assistant Scoutmaster of 
Troop 5, who had much to do with 
the acquiring of the 200 acre Res- 
ervation and its reforestation. He 
told of the fire w’hich swept over 
the entire reservation in 1930 and 
how over 72,000 trees had been 
s<jit out by 311 boys and 65 men — 
and that Troop 5 had the honor 
of planting more of these trees 
than from any other Troop. 

George H. Crosbie reminisced 
about the planting of trees at Noc- 
scot and what an enviable record 
Troop 5 had in setting out more 
than other Troops. He referred 
to only one ‘Merit Badge’ ever 


having been awarded for study of 
insects and that way to a boy from 
Troop Dr. Robert Cordingly. 
A PaneWJiscussion then took place 
on subjects relating to Scouting. 
Among the topics considered was 
that of "Juvenile Delinquency” 
where it wns brought out that 
there was surprisingly little in 
Newton. Another topic wns "Re- 
sponsibility of Church to boys of 
the Community” and it wns stated 
that many thought the school had 
the sole responsibility, whereas the 
church really has an equal res- 
ponsibility to the Jtotal youth prob- 
lem. 

In Norumbega Council Cubbing 
has grown spectacularly so that 
now over a thousand boys out of 
2300 in Scouting in this area are 
getting important basic training 
for the Scouting program, when 
they pass through the age 9 to 12 
period. Scouting might well ben- 
efit from the experience found so 
important in the Cubbing program 
of involving the parents. In Cub- 
bing the parent passes the tests 
with the hoy. There is a bond of 
unity and understanding between 
hoy and parent which is missing in 
the Scouting program which in 
some way should be more embraced 
if Scouting is to fulfil its mission. 

The boys of Troop 5 gave a dem- 
onstration * of a "Trip through 
Scouting” from Tenderfoot to 
Eagle. The Eagle Patrol under 
Winthrop Grice, Patrol Leader, 
recited the Tenderfoot require- 
ments, such as the Scout Oath 
Law, Motto, Rope Knots and use 
of Patrol Box. In this Patrol were 
John Early, Jackie Bailey, Eddie 
Casey and Sears McClelland. The 
Silver Fox Patrol, under Donald 
Smith, Patrol Leader, reviewed re- 
quirements of Second Class rank, 
particularly safety rules for use 
of knife and hatchet, and how to 
start a fire with flint and steel. 
In this Patrol were Tommie Schor- 
er, and Bill Cummings. The Stag 
Patrol under John McAloon, in- 
terestingly showed requirements 
for First Class rank — judging, 
map making, nature studv and 
demonstrated how Scouts made 
use of compass, protractor, etc, to 
hake maps; and showed drawings 
by George West of birds which, 
hedped boys in learning the cor- 
rect names and habits of birds 
ther,;‘.c.k aSa lg. .Cr. rfifl thuAr 
commonly seen around. In this 
Patrol under Alan Newton, Patrol 
Leader, gave a fine demonstration 
of the value of First Aid in Camp- 
ing, and what a Pack should con- 
tain.
